The International Baccalaureate program at Harry Ainlay is one of the larg- 
est and most successful IB programs in Canada with over 690 pre-IB and 
IB students. IB is a program that challenges highly motivated students 
to develop critical thinking skills that will help prepare them for academ- 
ic studies at University. Students who complete IB courses can earn ad- 
vanced University credit and placement for the work that they have done 
at high school. Students value the dynamic classroom environment, indi- 
vidual instruction, challenging curriculum, dedicated teachers, and most 
of all, the opportunity to develop time-management, self-confidence, and 
leadership skills. Some of our IB students choose to earn the full IB Di- 
ploma by completing six rigorous courses, in addition to a 4000 word ex- 
tended essay, completion of a Theory of Knowledge course, and at least 
150 CAS (Community, Action, Service) hours in grade 11 and 12. This helps 
create students that are well rounded and who can engage themselves in 
the world beyond the textbook. IB students are service-minded students 
that often take up important causes like our school's anti-landmines initia- 
tive, which raised money to help clear landmines and help the victims of 
landmines. High academic achievement, along with service to the commu- 
nity, has helped many of our IB students to earn scholarships for post-sec- 
ondary study. Since our first IB class graduated in 1984, 801 Harry Ainlay 
students have graduated with the full IB diploma and 72 more students are 
attempting to join their ranks this year. In addition, this year 130 partial IB 
students will write IB certificates in at least one of our IB courses.

In CTS courses students create such things as 
metal sculptures, furniture, dresses, T-shirts, cakes, and 
engine overhauls, to name a few. Some of these proj- 
ects are put on display around the school. Through CTS 
courses, students are able to tangibly see how their at- 
tained skills have shaped their final projects into some- 
thing that they can be proud of. CTS courses give all 
students a chance to either pursue a career option or to 
dabble in different areas just for fun. It is truly a creative 
way of learning and acquiring new skills.

Mystery events included dissecting owl pellets and building structures out 
of them, performing a chemistry dilution lab and a physics circuitry lab. Science 
Olympics was a great experience, and we hope to see even more team members 
next year.

In our experimental project on ethanol 
production, we hoped to determine 
which grains (com, triticale or wheat) 
would yield the most ethanol. The etha- 
nol produced from these grains can be 
used to fuel environmentally friendly ve- 
hicles. We also experimented with com- 
mercial enzymes and determined which 
enzyme treatment was the most effi- 
cient for the process of removing ethanol 
from grain. Global warming is currently 
a large-scale issue and gasoline usage is 
destroying the ozone layer. Gasoline is 
not a renewable resource whereas etha- 
nol is a recyclable fuel source. Photosyn- 
thesizing crops can recycle gases emit- 
ted by ethanol fuels; crops can intake 
a certain percent of the ethanol fuels 
released, making it an environmentally 
friendly source. Using fermenters and 
cookers, to mash the grain, we can distill 
ethanol. Through our findings, we an- 
ticipate we will discover the grain with 
the best traits for ethanol production.

for a graduating class. | need to tell 
you about the highway that | have been 
on this last year. | call it the "WOW" 
highway; I'll tell you why right away. 
A year ago | was involved with Harry 
Ainlay students who were getting ready 
to strike out on adult life the way you 
are today. These students, like you, 
were contemplating serious questions 
of life and (you'll have to excuse the 
old English teacher in me) reading lit- 
erature that examined the key ques- 
tions of one's existence. Quotations 
such as Shakespeare's "“O that this too 
too sullied flesh would melt, thaw and 
resolve itself into dew,” or “Tomorrow, 
and tomorrow and tomorrow, Creeps 
this petty pace from day to day, To the 
last syllable of recorded time” or the 
Man of LaMancha's "To dream the im- 
possible dream" were food for thought 
with these students. Now, | have stu- 
dents who are enthralled with “Lilly's 
Purple Plastic Purse." This is a great 
story that uses the word “WOW" nu- 
merous times. Early this school year | 
decided to read this story to my grade 
ones. | was determined to show that | 
could connect with these students the 
same as | could with grade 12's. So | 
started to read to the class. Whenever 
| came to the word WOW the whole 
class would repeat the word after | had 
said it. WOW, I'm making a connec- 
tion. One boy was so excited, that he 
came closer and closer to me. Every 
time | said WOW his big eyes just 
bored right into my mouth. | was mak- 
ing a connection! He was getting it. 
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On my last WOW he was so close that 
he could almost jump into my mouth. 
Just as | was congratulating myself on 
how well | was connecting with this 
boy, he blurted out, “Hey Mr., you've 
got cavities."Yes, life is a highway but 
who knows where it will lead. For me, 
| made a dental appointment. 

During grade 12 and _ particularly 
graduation season, students are con- 
tinuously asked to think about their fu- 
tures. Phrases such as “Your possibili- 
ties are endless”, "Seize the Moment", 
"Set high goals for yourself", “Today 
is the first day of the rest of your life", 
and so on are raining down on you. 
All of these you know; they often add 
a great deal of pressure and the last 
thing you need from me at this time is 
more pressure. Therefore, | would like 
to focus on a different area. 

During my many years with junior 
high, high school and elementary stu- 
dents, | have found that students want 
one thing above all else from their 
teachers and administrators, and that 
is, they want someone who truly cares 
for them. This is the heart of the hu- 
man condition. We need to be with 
others who care. That also means, we 
must care. Further, when we care, we 
need to be tolerant of other people's 
short-comings. We need to be able 
to give others 2nd, 3rd, 4th or more 
chances to prove themselves. We are 
all “works in progress". We make mis- 
takes that need to be forgiven. This 
is the ultimate in caring—the ability 
to give people around you another 
chance when they “mess up” or things 
just go wrong for them. All of you 
have ambitions. Some of you will figu- 
ratively conquer the world. But it all 
means little without connections and 


connections come with caring. 

Again | need to share an elementary 
school experience. A friend of mine 
gave me a book to read to my elemen- 
tary students. Upon reading it, | was 
struck by what it said for all humanity. 
The book (which looks like a grade one 
book) is called “The Three Questions” 
and is based on a story by Leo Tolstoy. 
The story revolves around a young boy 
who is troubled by life. He wants to 
know “When is the best time to do 
things?’ “Who is the most important 
one?" and “What is the right thing to 
do?" After having gone through many 
adventures, the boy meets a wise old 
turtle who shows the boy that he al- 
ready knows the answers to these 
questions—(and this is the message for 
all of us)- "Remember then that there 
is only one important time, and that 
time is now. The most important one 
is always the one you are with. And 
the most important thing is to do good 
for the one who is standing at your 
side. For these, my dear boy, are the 
answers to what is most important in 
this world." 

The greatest gift you have is the ability 
to care. Oh yes, the little boy who 


sent me to the dentist, he gives me a 
hug every day. Life may be a high- 
way, but it's good to get hugs along 
the way. | wish you the best for now 
and your future. 
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Good evening fellow graduands, par- 
ents, staff members and guests. We 
should be honoured that so many 
young people have earned the privilege 
of walking across this stage tonight, 
and | would like to take this opportu- 
nity to offer my congratulations to ev- 
ery member of the graduating class of 
2007; you have all worked hard and 
earned the right to be here. 
Graduation is an exciting time in any 
young person's life. It is often consid- 
ered to be something of a turning point; 
after this evening, we will no longer be 
boys and girls; we will be transfigured 
into young men and women, ready to 
face the wide world. Right? Maybe so. 
But let us not be quite so hasty. 
Throughout our lives, we undergo a 
huge number of transitions. We are 
born.
